condition of hopeless indebtedness Evsry 
ono knows thatTHB Colonist has- b«en a 
consistent opponent of a soboma-by-whioh 
it is preposed to bnild a City Hall <by 
piecemeal— an a child takes blooks and 
-piling one on the -other finally accom- 
plithes ,the difficult task of rearing a 
aightly but very unsubstantial Htructure. 
The proposition is to build .a hall with 
•wings—one wing ataJiwe, until the edi- 
fice Bball be orowned by the completion 
of tho entire structure. The cost of e*oh 
wing— extras, furniture and all— ha» beoh 
fixed at variouB sums. An high aa $35,000 
and as low aB 814,000, bas beeni men- 
tioned.

Editor Colonist:— At a meeting of the 
directors of the Cariboo Quartz Mining 
Company, held Maroh 6th, a resolution 
was passed instructing the Superinten- 
dent to give to the publia a report of our 
proceedings once in two weeks, which re- 
port we trust you will kindly give a placo 
iu your valuable paper. 

In order that the publio may fairly un- 
derstand.our position we will have to give 
a short history from the flrat starting of 
our company. The Cariboo Quartz Min- 
ing Company was first started with tho 
view of developing (in our small wayjthe 
wealth that we believed was bidden in the 
quartz lodes here in a "bread cast upon 
the waters" kind of way," whioh we were 
confident would return to tha mutual 
benefit of all Jin British Columbia at 
loaat. We commenced work on the Bo- 
nanza lode, taking from the 'surface (best 
assays at this point were about sixteen 
dollars;t0,the ton) and testing with our 
little mill here about eight tons of the 
ore; but with vory poor result and but 
little oncouragemeut, for wo knaw but 
littlo of tlia working of. quartz. and besides, 
had only the surface rbuk. We noxt did 
a little work on the Steadman lode, with 
like results. We then transferred our 
operations to Musquito Creek Mountain, 
spending about two thousand dollars- 
money thrown away — and yet we had to 
do it to keep bur compaay toeether and 
carry out our object, i.e.. to find, if pos- 
jsiblo, a paying lode. We then moved 
back to the Steadman, sauk n shaft on tho 
lodo fifty -five feet deep; but understand- 
ing nothing of this .kind of mining wo 
hardly knew what to do next^rmd perhaps 
never would have tXxrown had not tho 
Government kindly iSsot-Mri' K-. B. Harper 
to help us out, and indeed he has. Acting 
on his advice we renewed our oporatious 
on the Steadman, started a tunnel and 
oommenced taking out rook at once, fixed 
up our little mill; add here again the 
Government jkjiidly gave us ! a helping 
baud in procuring the nepesaary appli- 
ances (pleas, &a.) for saving tha gold. 
We took out and milled forty-one tons of 
ore from this lode, giving a result of threo 
hundred. and forty-one dollars and twenty- 
three cents; giVing'better satisfaction than 
auytbinglfhat had yet been dbuo in quartz 
mining here and affording, a general im- 
petus to this kind of mining throughout 
Cariboo. In the meautide we were run- 
ning a tunnel to tap the Bonanza lode, 
whioh tunnel w» have since completed, 
cutting the vein at a depth of fifty-four 
feet, and than .ran aloug the lode about 
thirty five feet, getting'good ore' all the 
way. The Jade at this level is twenty-two 
feet thick and assays from six to eighty 
one dollars per ton, as made by Mr. Iu- 
fypratrotb who, by the way, is a valuable 
man to bur enterprise. We hauled about 
.twaoty-fivo -tons -of this ore to the mill 
with .the inteDtioa of testing it, but re- 
ceiving instructions from San Francisco 
, (ti rough Mr. Harper) that tho ore must 
ba barnedia order to destroy the graphite, 
which caused a great-loss in quicksilver 
and, consequently, gold, we stopped the 
mill and prepared to burn the ore, which 
we shall db in a'-fow days and give you the 
result. Assays made'by ; Mr Inderetrotu 
from the tailings of what we did erush 
were from eight to thirty-flva dollars por 
ton. The question may here be asked, 
did not Mr; Inderstroth know how to 
work thiB t ore?'My answer is, ho did know 
that the ore would bo troublesome, but 
thought it best to make tests in different 
ways, and as the company were anxious to 
have some of it tested concluded to try 
without burning. We are now engaged 
iu sinking a shaft on the lode and iu the 
.lunnalwitli the most satisfactory results, 
as the ore improves very much every foot 
wo sink, both in riqbness and alarger and 
firmer-body; • Assays from the ore taken 
from tho shaft by myself and mado by 
Mr;'Indorstroth are aa follows:

running a ituni]*il to intersect the shaft 
audi will oiit the lode one hundred and 
sixty-five feet deep, whieh, to use a min- 
er's term, will give us 165 iott backs. This 
tunnel we intend as a working tunnel, and, 
in all probability, will erect our mill near 
it, whioh wo hope soon to have in opera- 
tion.

The Berlin Post, which prints no- 
thing political without a purpose, and 
whioh is oiie of Prince Bismarck's organs, 
says tho failure of tho Congress would 
probably result in Russia and England 
remaining at peace, but armiug for war. 
Those prolouged ormaineuts England can 
inliniioly better afford than Russia, who 
would bo reduced to exhaustion wore ahe 
obliged to maintain her armies on a war 
footing for some years. As Russia can't at- 
tack England while England is perfecting 
her position to bid o his'tiina the Czar 
will probably be driven to extend his con- 
quests in tho iuterval, the bettor to bo 
prepared for the collision when it does 
occur; but in such caso Anstrio and 
Greeco would join England to protect 
thoir own interests. As to Germany, sht 
will never Jight far Russia or any other for- 
eign interest. Russia, thorofore, bad bettor 
ro:train lier ambition, 

The Timet' correspondent at Vienna 
SJVysGen.Ignatieil'H purposes are unknown ; 
but probably as a person most familiar 
with tho treaty of St. Stefauo bo in to ex- 
plain its bcopo and show how it can be 
modified iu tho interest of tho Austriaus; 
but Austria is considered capable of judg- 
ing matters for itself. Gen. Ignntieff is 
not more likely to succeed ou this than 
on former missions.

Wednesday, Maroh 27. 
Mr. Speaker took the Chair at 2 p.m. 

QUARTB MIUINQ ACT. 

Mr. Walkem handed in a report from 
tho Soloct Committee 00 this moasuro, 
accompanied by a largo portion of tho 
amended bill which ho naked to have 
printed. 

So ordered . 

PUBLIC SOilO " I.S. 

Mr. Smith moved tue second reading of 
» bill to ameud tho Publio Schools Act. 
He said he had been accused of attempt 
ing to abolish tho High School, but that 
was not the osso. It was for tho House to 
■ay -whether it should bo rendered self- 
supporting or dono away with altogethor. 
He inclined to tho opinion that the com- 
munity was not iu a position to sustain it. 
A splendid English education could bo 
obtained at ttie Common Schools, all in 
fact that was necessary for ordinary busi- 
ness purposes. Ho hud on a former oc- 
casion pointed out tho desirability of se- 
parating tho two sexos in the High School 
but he believed the Government had not 
yet taken any action in the matter. If tho 
High School wero to be maintained iu 
this oity it would follow in course of time 
that New Wostminstcr would want a sim- 
ilar institution, then would coma Naaai- 
mo, thou Clinton, audiast but not least 
Spillamacheen. (Laughter.) Ho was iu 
faror of abolishing the office of Deputy 
Superintendent of Education and was not 
sure it would not bo advisablo to out off 
the Superintendent too. That gentleman 
might bo a good walker and "rustler," 
but it was io the brain whero tho motivo 
power was requisite and ho did not think 
that gentleman wa3 by any moans an emi- 
nent eoholar. Ho bolievod it would bo 
wiio to abolish bath the offices and leavo 
the Government to deal with the educa- 
tion of tho youth of the Provinco. He 
would agaiu stato that the people wero ns 
a rule poor and hard-working and he did 
not thiuk they coald ia fairness bo expect- 
ed to pay for a classical education such as 
only could bo acquired at college. The 
idea of girls at the High School rushing 
into a courso of Latin and Greok appear- 
ed to him to bo absurd. 

Mr. Tolmio said ho would support all 
reasonable rotronohnient in public school 
matters, but would oppose lossening the 
usefulness of tho high sohood iu any way; 
rathor let our endeavor be to increaso its 
utility in this mining country by giving 
advanced pupils a knowledge of geology 
and mineralogy. If deemed proper by 
this House, let a fee bo exacted asiu some 
high sohools of Ontario. He would tell 
tho House that tho sohools in tho centres 
of population in this Provinoa, thepublio 
schools of Now Westminster, Nanaimo 
and Victoria were the moat stinted as re- 
gards teaohing power of any in tlia Pro- 
vince. Somo toachers at tho Victoria 
public schools had from GO to 70 pupils to 
manage, and thi* notwithstanding a reso- 
lution passed at tho last annual election of 
tho Public School Trustees that the num- 
ber of pupils under one teacher should 
not exceed 40. Iu Ontario no now school 
district can bo formed unless (ifty school 
children, between the ages of 15 and 16, 
wore to be found within its bounds. He 
. w6uld f»vor amendment in this respect of 

the School Act now beforo tho Houso. 
"With respect to tho teaohing of Latin, ho 
would say to his honorable friend from 
Tale, who so muoh insisted on a thorough 
English education, that such could not 
be acquired without some knowledge of 
Latin. Tho hon: member for Yale favor- 
ed the separation in the high school of 
the boys and girls. He would say that 
would bo a move in the wrong direction. 
Wherover tho English language waa 
spoken the system in force bore was find- 
ing greater and greater favor, most of all 
in the United States. If disapproved 
,: " of bare it would soon be objected to by a 

majority of 'parents/' sending children to 
the high school. Sirica in 1867 taejpassago 
in the TJaited Kingdom of the last Re- 
form Bill much greater attention had been 
given to improved education of the 
masses, who, while ignorant, are over in 
election or other exciting timos the dupes 
of demagogue*. He (Mr. Tolmie) agreed 
with' the hope expressed by Profoauor 
Huxley and the RightHon. W.E. Forstor, 
that for ovary youth of great promise 
there should be a ladder from I the olo- 
niontary school through the grammar 
school to the University. An English 
writer named Galton had calculated that 
Amongst every four thousand would bo 
found a youth of superior ability, but 
only one in a million was a gonins. Who 
could put a money value on the discov- 
eries of James Watt, or what the world 
would have lost had theso been retarded 
only one decade? Mr. Speaker, let us in 
every way practicable improve our eduo.v 
tional system, and look forward coura- 
geously to the establishment of a. Uni- 
versity. What does tho world lope when 
a youtb.with the genius of Watt' "wastes 
his sweetness on the desert air ?" 

Mr. Fisher said that whilst he agreed 
with a great deal that had been I sail! by 
the last speaker, he felt it was his duty 
before supporting the higher branches of 
education at public expanse (o think 
whoro tho money was to come from. Ho 
did.not think that this young, province 
Was yet in a position to sustain high 
<' schools and universities, and was decid- 

edly of on opinion that what he might 
term common sohools for a rudimontary 
odudation should be extended sb s as to 
reaob the entire school population. He 



favored, therefore, an ordinary education 
for the many iu preference to a university 
education for tho few. If a first-olass ed- 
ucation could bo extended to all bo would 
docidedly be in favor of it; but at present 
ho regretted the Provinco had not tho 
means to provide for it. Lot tho fust 
steps of the ladder be well mounted by all 
first, the higher ones would be gained 
hereafter. 

Mr. Evans said ho feared thoro was 
something in tho background that had in- 
duced the Government to permit the in- 
troduction of this bill by a private mem- 
ber. Ho regarded the measnro as a blow 
at thepublio schools system, whiob at 
presont was a credit to tho country. He 
looked upon tho high school as an upper 
class of tho common schools, with the 
pupils assembled iu a separato building. 

Mr. Wttlkom contended that the bill was 
a Government measure and consequently 
could not bo introduced by a private 
member without tho consent of tho Gov- 
ernment. 

Mr. Speaker ruled that a measure of 
this nature could be introduced by a pri- 
vate mombor, but he was of opinion that 
more properly it should emanate from the 
Government. 

Mr. Walkom then procoodod to speak 
to the merits of tho Bill. Ho was of 
opinion that tho systom iu forco iu On- 
tario should be followed in this Province, 
and that one of tho ministers should bo 
made responsible for the department of 
eduoation. Ho bolioved that some radi- 
cal change was requisite, and if the Bill 
were permitted to go into committee he 
would aupport the insertion of a clause to 
make ono of tho ministers of tho crown 
head of the department of education, 
loaving it to tho Government to Eeloct tho 
minister to perform those departmental 
duties. Ho ragrotted that tho public 
sohools of the Provinco wero not iu a sat- 
isfactory condition, and rogurdod tho 
statement made by Mr. Tolmio as a sad 
commentary on tho expoudituro of S-10,- 
000 per annum ou eduoation. He was nt 
a loss to conceive what had caused this 
unsatisfactory result unless it were that 
tho hoads of the educational system wore 
not capable of successfully carrying it out. 
He hopad for a different rosult after tho 
expenditure of nearly a quarter million 
of money during tho last six yearB in at- 
tempting a task which his hon. friend 
(Mr. Tolmie) now told him had totally 
failed. It behooved the House to 
cut deoply at tho root of tho ovil and in 
so doing to put aside all political feoling 
and by a united offort strivo to place the 
educational system ou a footing beyond 
reproach. Ho admitted that he himself 
had been deceived in the system of edu- 
cation and ragrotted its failure; but con- 
tended that the ovil could be romedied by 
procuring good toaehors and superintend- 
ents Ho do^ired to hear somo very strong 
argumouts to induco him to believe that 
the disestablishment of tho High School 
was desirable He did not think that it 
was just or the true principle of educa- 
tion that the higher branches should ba 
donied to tho poor man's child simply bo- 
oause tho rioh man could afford to pay for 
a classical education for hia offspring. He 
bad tho honor of moving in addition to 
the motion for tho second reading of the 
bill tho following amendment;— That 
whilst tho Houso approves of the change 
proposad in our educational system by 
abolishing the office of Deputy Superin- 
tendent of Eduoation they are strongly 
opposed to the disestablishment of the 
High School, which is advocated by the 
bill, ns thoy foel deoply impressed with 
tho conviction that it is sound state policy 
to afford, as far as posaiblo to all classes 
of the community, the privileges of a 
higher standard of education than th« 
more rudimentary lessons taught by our 
common schools. • Be it therefore resolv- 
ed that tho Education Bill is not in ac- 
cord with the opinion of this Houso so far 
as tho disestablishment of tho High 
School is contemplated by its provisions 
or tho growth p| -future high schools is 
fettered or cramped'. 

Mr. Speaker ruled that the amendment 
must be introduced as * distinct ques- 
tion. 

Mr. Walkem then placed it 1 before the 
House distinct from the motion for the 
second reading of the bill. 

Mr. Smith explained that the disestab- 
lishment of the High School was a ques- 
tion for tho House to deal with. He was 
froo to admit that so far as ho individually 
was ooncornod ho would if he had tho 
power disestablish it; but on tho other 
hand he was a very strong supporter of 
the public schools. Ho congratulated 
tho leader of the Opposition on his tom- 
porato speech, and hoped that hon. gen- 
tloman would always address tho Houso 
in a similar manner. (Hear, bear.) It 
sounded much better than launching out 
into personalities. The Bill under dis- 
cussion emanated from his own brain, if 
ho (Mr. S.) had any. Its main featuro 
was tho abolishment of tho office of De- 
puty Superintendent of Education; but 
he quite agreed with the leader of the Op- 
position that tho office of Superintendsnt 
should also bo abolished, and tho depart- 
ment of eduoation attached to one of tho 
ministers. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott said he would support 
tho amendment if tho provisions of the 
Bill rendered it at all necessary. Such, 
however, was not the case, as the Bill did 
not oontemplato tho disestablishment of 
tho High School. Individually, he 
would be opposed to any suck proposi- 
tion, as be desired to sea tho existing 
school systom reudorod as perfect as pos- 
sible. The hon. middle member for 
Yale (Mr. Evans) had mado an iucoriect 
statement when he asserted that the Bill 
had been introduced at the suggestion of 
tho Govorumant and with their sanction. 
Tho Government, however, believed that 
it was neoessary to abolish tho office of 
Deputy Superintendent of Eduoation, and 
whilst regretting that suoh was the case, 
hoped that tho money paid that ollicor 
could bo applied to some bettor use uudor 
tho head. Ol'l education . He was sorry 
that tho offlca~had to bo abolished, as the 
incumbent wits an able genlloman. With 
reference i ; to"' the 'duties of tho Superin- 
tendent of Education being assumed by a 
Crown Minister, he must most strongly 
protest against the proposition, not on 
tho grounds of the labor being eiceBsivo, 
bu(; because suoh a polioy could not pos- 
sibly be carried into'effeot without that 
minister, whoever he might be, being 
charged with using his influence, which 
should. bo ontirely devoted to educational 
objects" to gain some political end. Ho 
contended that all the waters in the sea 
would not be able to cleanse the unfortu- 
ato minister of thnt imputation. (Hear, 
hear.) If bis duty coiled him to tho 
Mainland it would be said at once that ho 
went there to. work in the political in- 
terests of his Government, not to advance 
education, Last session he (Mr. E.) had 
mado' the'samV'.objeotion'to an almost 
similar proposition. Ha was eertain a 



gravo mistake would bo mado if a politi- 
cal official were called upon to transact 
educational duties. (Hear.) Ho trusted 
the amendment would bo withdrawn and 
that the Houso would go at once into 
Committee, as if tho amendment were 
pressed it would make it appear that the 
House, or a portion of it, roally contem- 
plated the disestablishment of the High 
School, whereas noitber the Bill nor any 
hon. member offered any such proposi- 
tion. (Hoar, hear.) 

Mr. Humphreys followed and accused 
tho Govorument of consenting to the re- 
moval of the power from their hands to 
establish high schools and of taoitly 
agreeing to abolish tho High School an 
this city. 

Mr. Tolmio thought tuo amendment was 
unnecessary, inusuiuch as the introducer 
of the bill bad distinctly stated that it 
was not the iutoution of the measuro to 
abolish the existing High School or to 
take away tho power from the Govern- 
ment of establishing ono elsowhero. Much 
valuable time would consequently bo 
saved if the ameudment wore withdrawn. 
"With referenco to tho clause in tho Gov- 
ernor's speooh alluded to by Mr. Hum- 
phreys it could not bo denied that the 
schools had advancod in usefulness, but 
that was not saying thoy woro perfect and 
could not bo improved. Perfection ho 
supposed was only to bo found in his hon. 
colloague. (Hear, hear.) 

Tho amendmont was then formally sub- 
mitted to tho House and carried, Messrs. 
Smith and Tolmio alone voting in the 
negative. 

Tho bill then passed its second reading 
and was committed, Mr. Galbruith in tho 
chair. 

Mr. Walkem moved to insort an 
amendment to clause 1 to tho effect 
that the duties of Superintendent of 
Education in future bo performed by the 
Provincial Secretary, and that that min- 
ister bo reimbursed his travelling ex- 
penses in connection with the officj. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott reiterated his objec- 
tions lo tho amendment on the grounds 
that it would bo utterly impossible to re 
move tho impression that a minister could 
separato his political proolh itios from his 
duties as head of the department of educa- 
tion. 

Mr. Fisher said tho proposition was 
most monstrous and pointed out tho dang- 
er of mingling political partizanHbip with 
eduentiouul duties. 

After discussion tho amendment was 
withdrawn, mombors on both sides of the 
Houso expressing their disappioval of it. 

Mr. Smith moved an amendment to 
clanso 2 imposing a foe on tho puronts of 
children attonding high schools. 

Tho omoudmont was ruled out of order. 

Mr. Evans then moved that the clause 
be struck ou'. 

Mr. Mara said ho considered that it was 
tho general opinion that tho high school 
to a certain extent should be self support- 
ing. 

The Attorney General said that as this 
was a matter of revenue no private mem- 
ber could deal with it. 

Hon. Mr. Stnituo aaid ho understood 
the Government had already the powor to 
effect the end dosirod without any resolu- 
tion in this bill boing passed. He be- 
lieved there was a general feeling that 
some fee should bo charged to the par- 
ents of children attending the high 
schools. Tho paronts themselves wero in 
favor of it. Tho Govornment had alroady 
taken this into their consideration. 

Tho clause was then struck out. 

Tho subsequent clauses passed with 
some slight amendments and tho Cuin- 
initteo then rose and reported. 

CANCELLATION OF DEBENTURES BILL. 

Mr. Beavcn, in moving tho second read- 
ing of tho bill, Baid ho did so simply as a 
guide for a future time' and future loans. 
He had quite believed that tho debeutui 83 
beforo spoken of were cancelled 

Tho leader of tho Govorument and the 
Fin.inoo Ministor pointed out that there 
was no necessity for tho bill as the de- 
bentures had already been cancelled. 

After a short debate the bill was reject- 
ed by a vote of 13 to 11. 

ESTIMATES. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe laid before the House 
the Estimates, accompanied by the usual 
message, also a return as to revenue from 
Assessment Act. 

Tho Houso then adjourned till 2 p. m. 
to-morrow.

District Meeting-. 

Tho aDuual meeting of the ministers 
and lay representatives of tho British 
Columbia District of the Methodist church 
of Canada closed ita session yesterday. 
Four ministers woro absent on account of 
distance, viz. Rev. W. V. Sexsmith, of 
Cariboo; Rev. Jaa, Turner, of Nicola Val- 
ley; Bov. Thos. Crosby, of Fort Simpson; 
and Bev. A. E. Green, of Naas. Rov. C. 
L, Thompson of Wellington was detained 
at bomo from affliction in bis family. The 
business of tho District occupied the 
meeting four days and a half. The reviow 
of the work of the Church for tho past 
year presented many features of pleasing 
interest. Thirteen missionaries are em- 
ployed on thirteen different stations 
proaching to an nggregatu of five thousand 
three hundred aud twenty hearers in 
twenty-five churches and twenty-five 
other preaobing places. The presont to- 
tal membership of Indians and whites is 
uino hundred aud ninety-six. Net iu- 
creaso for the past year two hundred and 
twenty. five. Eleven thousand two hun- 
dred and sovonty-nine dollars lius been 
raised in tho District for all purposes 
during the year. Tho Church propnrty 
is roturned utu piestnt valuation of S74,- 
375. A commeiulablo increase is reported 
in all the oonnesioiial fuuds. 

In view of tho early return of Bov. A. 
E. Buss to Ontario, tho following resolu- 
tion was unanimously adopted. 

Whoroas, Bro. Buss having given ten 
years of offeotivo servico to Methodism on 
tnis remote Distriot, and believing that 
in returning to Ontario ho is provide nti- 
ally dirocted, the brethren of tho District 
iu their annual meeting assembled, take 
this opportunity of expressing their ad- 
miration of Bro. Rusa' earnest aud suc- 
cessful labors on this District, and the 
sincere pleasuro which the memory of our 
association with Bro. Russ and his family 
will over afford, and of assuring thom of 
the deep interest wo shall always fuol iu 
their future welfare, and also of the grati- 
fication it would afford us to learn of his 
election as rojuesoutative to tho General 
Conference, as we feel assured that he 
would there ably and faithfully represent 
tho interests of British Columbia.

The trainiug ship Eurydice was lost off 
Ventnor, Isle of Wight, at 3:30 p.m. on 
Tuosday. The Esplacado was crowded 
with visitors admiring the ship which was 
undor full canvas. Sho sailed so close 
to shore that from the pierhead the cord- 
age of the rigging was visible. Suddenly 
tho sky became overcast and snow aud 
sleet desoonded quickly, driving tho 
promenaders to lover and hiding the ves- 
sel from view. Whou the storm liftod 
only tho schooner Emma lowering her 
boats could bo soen. Fletcher, a Burvivor, 
states ho was below when, hearing the 
noiso on deck, ho rushed up and found 
the vessel on her side in a sinking condi- 
tion. Ho had been io tho wator an hour 
when picked up. It is bolioved the Eury- 
dice had ahout 320 officers and seameu, of 
v.hioh 270 wero young meu in training, 
benidos about twenty officers and men 
taken on board at Bermuda as invalids. 
Dunnoso, off which the ship was lost, is a 
lofty headland and well known to visitors 
to the Islo of Wight. Tho vessellios with 
her masts visible twenty-two miles off 
Luscombo, Chiusa Point, where a ravine 
runs dowu to tho soa and through whioh 
the wind blows with force, against which 
only close reefed vessels can laud. Boats 
went out 1 nst night to search for bodies; 
but nono were found. Sevoral gunboats 
are to-day cruising in tho neighborhood. 

Dead Body round— Inquest. 

Tho dead body of an unknown man was 
found lying at tho bottom of a ravinenear 
Col wood farm buildings by Annie Smith 
on Sunday last. Information was sent to 
the Police and yesterday an inquest was 
boldovor tho remains. The deceased's 
hair was dark aud turning grey; height 
about 5 feet 7 or 8 inches; appeared to 
have been between 40 aud 50 years of age; 
woro a dark blue pilot cloth coat; pants 
and waistcoat of greyish cloth and awhito 
shirt; his hat was u black felt; he had 
grey underclothing of woollen cord. Of 
ficer Whito took a button out of the shirt 
having on it tho letters "E. L. T." and 
three links joined, emblematio of Odd- 
fellowship. Dr. Matthews gave it as his 
opinion that the man had been dead six 
or eight months, and that ho slipped 
down the side of tho ravine and dislocated 
his Bpine, aud boing uuablo to movo per- 
iahed. there. The jury returned a verdict 
that tho deceased s name was unknown, 
and that thoro is no' evidouco to enable 
them to say what was tlio cause of death.
